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THE    FARM    I  IT  C  0  K  E  SITUATION 

Cash  income  from  farm  m;^rke tings  an.d  Government  payments  in  May  amounted 
to  626  million  dollars,  compared  with  603  million  dollars  in  May  I939  and  the 
revised  estimate  of  627  million  dollars  in  April  15'40.    The  seasonal  increase 
in  income  from  farm  marketings  from  April  to  May  vra.s  slightly  smaller  than 
usual, ""as  the  sharp  decline  in  income  from  wheat  and  cotton  m.ore  than  offset 
the  gains  from  the  greater- than-seasonal  increases  in  income  from  vegetahlcs 
and  meat  animals, ,  Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  was  considcrahly  higher 
in  May  than  a  year  earlier,  however,  totaling  59^  million  dollars,  com;oared 
with  528  million  dollars  in  May  last  year  and  562  million  dollars  in  April 
19^0.    G-overnment  pa.yments  of  2S  million  dollars  in  May  ^ve^e  considera-hly  ' 
smaller  than  the  65  million  dollars  in  April,  a  .d  only  ahout  one-third  as 
large  as  the  80  million  dollars  in  May  last  5^3ar. 

For  the  first  5  months  of  IQUo  cash  farm  income,  including  Government 
payments,  was  10  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  totaling  3,2U3  million 
dollars,  compared  with  2,9'!-9  million  dollars  last  year.    Income  from  farm  mar- 
ketings of  2,858  million  doll3,rs  was  10  percent  more  than  in  the  first  5  months 
of  1939.    The  greatest  increases  in  income  were  from  grains  and  dairy  products, 
althoijgh  most  other  groups  of  commodities  have  shown  slight  increases  over  a 
year  earlier.    Government  payments  in  the  first  5  months  of  I9U0  amounted  to 
385  million  dollars,  compared  with  362  million  dollars  a  year  earlier,

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The  seasonally  adjusted  index  of  income  from  farm  marketings  declined 
from  gl.5  percent  of  the  I92U-29  average  in  April  to  80. 5  in  May.    In  May  last 
year  the  index  of  farm  income  was  70»5»    Income  from  wheat  in  May  was  down 
sharply  from  April,  as  "both  prices  and  marketings  declined  and  the  redemption 
and  sale  of  a  large  amotmt  of  wheat  under  loan  during  April  increased  income 
suhstantially  in  that  month.    Income  from  other  grains  made  about  the  usual 
seasonal  change  from  April  to  May.    Income  from  cotton  also  declined  more  than 
seasonally.    Because  of  the  early  movement  of  the  crop,  practically  all  the 
1939  cotton  crop  was  sold  before  May,  so  that  income  from  cotton  from  now  until 
the  new  crop  begins  to  move  will  be  much  less  than  usual.    Income  from  fruits 
made  about  the  usual  seasonal  change  from  April  to  May,  as  the  increase  in  in- 
come from  stra.wborries  was  about  offset  by  the  decline  in  income  from  apples 
and  citrus  fruits.    The  lateness  of  the  season  in  early  truck-crop-producing 
States  resulted  in  much  lower  income  from  truck  crops  from  February  to  April 
than  a  year  earlier,  but  in  May  marketings  increased  sharply  and  income  from 
this  source  was  higher  than  a  year  earlier  for  the  first  time  since  January. 

Income  from  hogs  and  lambs  increased  more  than  seasonally  from  April  to 
May.     Income  from  cattle  and  calves  increased  slightly  less  than  seasonally, 
but  total  income  from  meat  animals  was  somewhat  higher  in  May  than  in  April  and 
slightly  higher  thon  in  May  last  year.    Income  from  dairy  products  increased 
slightly  less  than  seasonally  from  April  to  May,  but  v/as  considerably  higher 
than  a  year  earlier.    Income  from  poultry  and  eggs  made  about  the  usual  change 
from  April  to  May,  and-  income  from  wool  increased  more  than  seasonally  as  a 
result  of  higher  -prices. 

Prices  of  some  of  the  more  important  farm  products  have  declined  since 
mid-May.    This  decline,  together  v/ith  the  marked  reduction  in  the  output  of 
v;heat  in  the  early  marketing  States  and  the  lateness  of  the  crop  this  year,  is 
likely  to  result  in  some  decline  in  income  from  farm  marketings  from  May  to

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J-ane  this  year,  in  contrast  with  the  usual  seasonal  increase.    However,  it  now 
appears  probahle  that  income  from  farm  marketings  in  June  will  "be  somewhat 
larger  than  the  53I  million  dollars  received  last  year.    Government  payments 
are  expected  to  continue  small  in  June,  and  are  likely  to  "be  less  than  the 
52  million- dollars  of  a  year  earlier.    It  now  appears  likely  that  cash  income, 
including  Government  payments,  for  the  first  half  of  I9U0  will  he  ahout  3OO 
million  dollars  more  than  for  the  first  half  of  1939*  when  it  amounted  to 
3,532  million  dollars. 

Estimates  of  farm  income  from  cotton  and 
cottonseed,  193"7-39,»  revised 

Estimates  of  income  from  cotton  and  cottonseed  for  the  calendar  years 
1937-39  have  been  revised  to  incorporate  recent  data  on  monthly  marketings  of 
the  1938  and  1939  cotton  crops  and  more  complete  information  on  loans  and  re- 
demptions of  cotton  from  the  1937  and  193^  crops.    These  revisions  are  given 
in  tahles  7  ^^'^  9i  ^'^^  are  comparable  with  the  estimates  of  income  published 
in  Income  Parity  for  Agriculture,  Part  I,  Section  1  (income  from  cotton  and 
cottonseed,  I9IO-37).    The  calendar  year  estimates  of  United  States  income 
from  cotton  lint  and  cottonseed  for  I9IO-39  are  given  in  table  6. 

April  income  above  a  year  earlier  in  all 


Cash  income  from /marketings  in  April  v/as  IS  percent  higher  than  a  year 
earlier,  with  all  but  eight  States  sharing  in  the  increa,se.    The  greatest  de- 
clines were  in  Florida,  Alabama,  Mississippi,  and  Arkansas,  where  the  late 
spring  delayed  the  movement  of  fresh  truck  crops  ond  nev;  potatoes  to  market. 
The  largest  increases  in  farm  income  over  a  year  earlier  were  in  Forth  Dakota, 
South  Dakota,  Montana,  and  Minnesota,  where  sales  of  wheat  were  substantially 
higher,  and  in  New  Mexico,  vrhere  larger- than-usual  sales  of  cotton  and  cattle 
resulted  in  a  sharp  increase  in  income.    Government  payments  in  April  were 
somewhat  smaller  than  a  year  earlier,  with  the  result  that  farm  income  in- 
cluding Government  payments  was  only  10  percent  above  April  1939 .    Income  in- 
cluding Government  payments  was  lower  thtin  for  April  last  year  in  I6  of  the 
Ug  States. 

Erom  January  to  April  income  from  farm  r.arketings  was  up  10  percent, 
and  income  including  Government  payments  was  12  percent  above  the  first  U 
months  of  1939*    Florida  is  the  only  State  where  income  was  substantially  re- 
duced during  the  first  k  months  of  I9U0.    Marketings  of  truck  crops,  potatoes, 
and  citrus  fruits  have  been  sharply  reduced  in  that  State  because  of  a  late 
freeze.    In  North  Dakota  and  Montana  income  was  sharply  higher  than  for  the 
previous  year,  largely  because  of  the  increased  income  from  wheat.    Farm  income 
during  the  first  U  months  of  I9U0  is  compared,  by  geographic  regions,  with 
income  in  1939  and  the  average  for  1936-38  in  the  chart  on  the  following  page. 
Income  from  farm  marketings  in  I9U0  has  been  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in 
all  regions  except  the  South  Atlantic  States,  with  the  7<^est  North  Central  region 


except  southern  regions 


farm 
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showing  the  greatest  increase.     In  the  South  Atlantic  region  reduced  income 
from  fruit  and  truck  crops,  together  with  the  small  amount  of  cotton  sold 
after  January  1,  has  reduced  income  "below  "both  the  level  of  last  year  and 
the  3-year  average. 

North  Atlantic  States 

In  the  North  Atlantic  region  income  from  farm  marketings  in  April  totaled 
ik  percent  ahove  last  April,  and  for  the  first  k  months  of  I9U0  was  9  percent 
higher  than  a  year  earlier.    The  higher  prices  of  dairy  products  were  an  im- 
portant factor  in  the  increased  income,  hut  receipts  from  potatoes,  tobacco, 
and  greenhouse  and  nursery  products  have  also  heen  higher  than  a  year  earlier. 
The  largest  increase  in  income  was  in  Connecticut,  whore  sales  of  tohacco  were 
nearly  throe  times  as  great  as  in  the  first  k  months  of  1939«    During  the  first 
h  months  of  this  year  income  was  substantially  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in 
all  States  of  this  region  except  New  Jersey,  v/hero  declines  in  income  from  meat 
animals,  fruits,  and  vegetables  about  offset  the  increased  income  from  dairy, 
greenhouse,  and  nursery  products. 

East  North  Central  States 

Income  from  crops  in  this  region  was  only  slightly  larger  than  a  year 
earlier,  but  income  from  dairy  products  and  neat  animals  was  substantially 
higher,  so  that  total  cash  income  from  farm  marketings  was  I3  percent  above  a 
year  ago.    During  the  first  ^-  months  of  I9U0  cash  income  from  farm  marketings 
totaled  12  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  and  income  including  Government 
payments  was  up  9  percent.    Increased  income  from  corn  due  to  loans,  and  from 
wheat  due  to  higher  prices  -and  redemption  and  sale  of  wheat  under  loan, 
accounted  for  most  of  the  increase  in  income  from  crops.    Income  from  cattle 
and  dairy  products  during  the  first  ^4-  months  of  19^0  also  was  substantially 
higher  then  a  year  earlier.    Income  in  all  States  in  this  region  during  the 
first  h  months  of  19^0  was  above  a  year  earlier,  the  increases  in  income  in- 
cluding Government  payments  ranging  from  5  percent  in  Ohio  to  ih  percent  in 
Indiana. 

West  North  Central  States 

Income  from  grains  in  April  was  tv/ice  as  high  as  a  year  earlier,  because 
of  corn  loans  and  sales  and  redemption  and  sale  of  wheat un-'.er  loan.  Receipts 
from  livestock  sales  in  April  were  I5  percent  higher  than  last  April,  with 
most  of  the  increase,  resulting  from  larger  receipts  from  cattle,  eggs,  and 
dairy  products.    During  the  first  U  months  of  19^40  increased  receipts  from 
these  same  commodities  have  resulted  in  a  iGvporcent  increase  in  total  cash 
income  over  the  corresponding  period  a  year  earlier.    Government  payments  from 
January  to  April  v/ere  about  one-third  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  so  that 
total  income  including  Government  payments  was  up  IS  percent.     Income  in  all 
States  was  substantially  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  with  North  Dakota  showing 
the  most  pronounced  increase. 

South  Atlantic  States 

Income  during  April  varied  widely  in  the  different  States  as  compared 
with  a  year  earlier.    In  Delaware,  Maryland,  North  Carolina,  and  Georgia  income 
from  both  crops  and  livestock  v;as  higher  than  for  last  April.    In  Virginia 
smaller  receipts  from  api^les,  truck  croDs,  and  meat  an.inals  reduced  income  from 
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"both  crops  and  livestock  g  percent  below  those  for  last  April.    In  West  Vir- 
ginia larger  receipts  from  corn,  potatoes,  and  hay  increased  income  from  crops 
substantially,  hut  livestock  marketings  -  particularly  hogs  and  lamhs  -  were 
somewhat  lov/er  than  a  year  earlier,  and  total  cash  income  from  farm  marketings 
was  reduced  5  percent,    A  marked  reduction  in  income  from  truck  crops  and  the 
fact  that  all  cotton  in  South  Carolina  was  sold  before  April  1  resulted  in  a 
U2-percent  decline  in  income  from  crops  compared  with  a  year  earlier;  and  al- 
though income  from  livestock  v/as  somewhat  higher  than  last  April,  total  income 
from  farm  marketings  declined  I6  percent.    In  Florida  income  from  both  crops 
and  livestock  during  April  was  lower  than  a  year  earlier.    Government  payments 
in  April  were  also  lowrer  than  they  were  last  April,  and  cash  farm  income  in- 
cluding G-overnment  payments  was  23  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier. 

During  the  first  U  months  of  19^0  income  from  crops  in  this  region  was 
reduced  12  percent  because  of  the  m.arked  reduction  of  income  from  crops  in  Flor- 
ida.   Income  from  crops  in  all  other  States  was  somewhat  higher  than  in  1939 • 
Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  during  the  first  U  months  of  19^0 
was  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier,  so  that  in  all  States  except  Florida  in- 
com.e  was  higher  than  a  year  ago,  increases  ranging  from  1  percent  in  Maryland 
to  2k  percent  in  South  Carolina. 

South  Central  States;     There  was  also  a  marked  variation  in  income  for  the  dif- 
ferent States  in  the  South  Central  region  during  April  as  compared  with  April 
1939,    In  Mississippi,  Arkan.sas,  and  Alabama  cash  income  from  farm  marketings 
ranged  from  22  percent  to  U6  percent  belov/  a  year  earlier,  whereas  income  in  the. 
remaining  States  was  lU-lS  percent  higher.    Because  of  the  late  m.arketing  of  ths| 
tobacco  crop,  income  in  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  was  substantially  higher  than  it 
was  last  April.     Income  in  Louisiana  was  above  a  year  earlier  because  of  larger 
sales  of  cotton,  strawberries,  and  rice  in  April.    In  Oklahoma  income  from  both 
cotton  and  wheat  was  substantially  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  and  in  Texas  in- 
creased income  from  wheat,  rice,  and  citrus  fruits  more  than  offset  reduced 
sales  of  cotton  and  truck  crops'.    The  marked  reductions  in  income  in  Alabama, 
Mississippi,  and  Arkansas  were  due  to  the  much  smaller  sales  of  cotton  and 
strawberries  than  in  April  of  last  year. 

During  the  first  U  months  of  I9U0  income  totaled  2  percent  higher  than 
a  year  earlier.    In  Alabajaa,  Mississippi,  Louisian.a,  and  Oklahoma  income  ranged 
from  3  to  10  percent  lower  than  a  year  earlier,  while  in  the  four  remaining 
States  income  totaled  from  2  to  9  percent  above  last  year.    Government  payments 
have  been  about  one- third  larger  than  those  of  last  year,  and  income  including 
Government  payments  has  been  higher  in  all  the  States  except  Mississippi,  where 
income  including  Government  payments  was  down  6  percent. 

Western  States;     Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  during  April  was  above  a  year 
earlier,  the  increase  ranging  from  k  percent  in  Utah  to  75  percent  in  Montana. 
Income  from  crops  was  52  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  with  all  States  re- 
porting substaa-itial  increases.    Incor.e  from  livestock  and  livestock  products 
was  also  higher  than  a  year  earlier  because  of  an  increase  in  income  from  cattl^ 
lambs,  dairy  products,  and  wool.
